It’s Greek for me 

In a recent conver- 
sation, a friend asked, 
“How old were you 
when you retired?” I 
answered, giving a spe- 
cific year, but then asked 
“What difference does 
the number make?” “Oh, 
well,” he replied, “I am wondering at what 
age I should plan to retire.” 

Why should a particular age be the deter- 
minant of one’s decision to stop working? 
Is it the eligibility for Social Security that 
sets up this metric? Or is it just social con- 
vention? And, by the way, what does “stop 
working” really mean? 

Greek has two words for “time.” Chro- 
nos is used to indicate “correct, accurate, 
time,” such as we might when asking 
“What time is it?” On the other hand, Kai- 
ros is used to indicate “appropriate, fitting 
time,” as we might say, “I feel hungry now; 
It’s time to eat.” 

We all move between these two mean- 
ings and uses of the word “time” — “I am 
late for my appointment” or we will say 
something is “timely” if it occurs at an 
especially appropriate moment regardless 
of what the clock might say. 

In the Hindu tradition, there is a ver- 
sion of the “stages of life” that says one 
should act in accordance with the time of 
one’s life. As a student , one has a duty to 
sit at the feet of a teacher and learn. One’s 
family will support you during this period. 
When one marries, one becomes a house- 
holder ’, with responsibility to provide for 
the family. When one has ensured that all is 
secure, it is time to become an elder and to 
teach and care for the young, passing on the 
wisdom of experience. And finally, when 
appropriate, one leaves all and withdraws 
to become a recluse and to prepare for the 
end of one’s life. 

There is no clock or calendar to dictate 
the transition from one phase of life to the 
next. It is governed by Kairos , the time- 
ly time. But what is so intriguing is that at 
each stage of life there is a specific purpose. 

There is wisdom in such ancient tradi- 
tions and ancient languages. As our western 
society trends ever to the cult of youth and 
the preservation of physical appearance — 
often at enormous cost both in financial 
and occasionally health terms — we might 
reflect on the insights of such revered tra- 
ditions and their harmony with natural 
rhythms. 

“For everything there is a season.” 

As for “ retirement ”? Try “ repurpose - 
ment ” instead.

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Vetoes and signatures 

Gov. Maggie Hassan has been 
busy signing and vetoing vari- 
ous bills that have reached her 
desk. NHPR reported she signed 
a bill into law that will make the 
anti-overdose drug Narcan more 
widely available by removing the 
drug from the state’s controlled 
substance list. Before, it was only 
available to police and emergen- 
cy medical personnel. Now, friends 
and family of a heroin addict can 
have the drug on hand to counter- 
act the effects of the opiate. The 
bill also exempts first responders 
from any criminal or civil liability 
for using Narcan. Emergency med- 
ical providers administered Narcan 
more than 1,900 times last year. 

Hassan also signed a bill that 
makes it illegal for minors to use 
a tanning bed in the state. Existing 
law banned anyone younger than 14 
from tanning, but Hassan and other 
supporters felt the health risks were 
serious enough to merit an expan- 
sion of the restriction to age 18. 

The governor also signed a bill 
to make it easier for municipalities 
to get private funding for ener- 
gy efficiency projects and a bill to 
empower the Fish and Game direc- 
tor to close the Great Bay’s clam or 
oyster areas for restoration. 

Hassan also vetoed a number of 
bills. One would have established 
a committee to study end-of-life 
decisions. She said the bill failed 
to include a cross-section of peo- 
ple from the medical community, 
patients and advocates for the elder- 
ly in the committee membership 
requirements. Hassan vetoed a 
similar bill in 2013 for the same 
reasons. She also vetoed bills that 
would establish a constitutional 
amendment and lift restrictions on 
depicting minors on beer labels. 

Other bills on her desk are 
expected to be signed or vetoed 
soon. Hassan has promised to veto a 
bill that would repeal conceal carry 
permit requirements for gun owners 
and she is likely to sign a bill on her 
desk that would make the sale and 
possession of synthetic marijuana a 
violation, with offending store own- 
ers facing fines and a potential loss 
of their liquor or food license. 

Primary update 

Former Texas Gov. Rick Perry 
has entered the race for president, 
bringing the list of Republicans 


officially running up to 10. There 
are still about half a dozen oth- 
er Republican hopefuls likely to 
enter this primary. Former Flori- 
da Gov. Jeb Bush is expected to 
announce his candidacy on June 
15, the AP reported. The morn- 
ing after, he’s scheduled to arrive 
in New Hampshire for an event in 
Derry. Days after announcing his 
bid, NHPR reported South Carolina 
Sen. Lindsey Graham told a crowd 
in Manchester that he’d send 20,000 
troops to the Middle East to fight the 
terrorist group that calls itself the 
Islamic State, if he’s elected pres- 
ident. And there have been recent 
visits by New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie and Ohio Gov. John Kasich, 
who both emphasized the need for 
mental health and substance abuse 
treatment. Christie returned days 
later for events in Goffstown and 
Manchester. Former HP CEO Carly 
Fiorina, the only female Republi- 
can in the race, also returned to New 
Hampshire for events in Londonder- 
ry and New Boston. The newest 
Democratic candidate on the ticket, 
former Rhode Island Gov. Lincoln 
Chafee, is returning to the state on 
June 14. Hillary Clinton is visiting 
the day after. 

Senate budget 

The full state Senate has passed 
the $11.3 billion budget written 
by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee after voting 14-10 along party 
lines. The Senate budget increased 
spending that was cut by the House 
for social services for elderly care 
and substance abuse treatment, 
NHPR reported. It also restored 
$20 million to the rainy day fund 
and restored the renewable energy 
fund. Democrats are upset, how- 
ever, that it still fell $66 million 
below the governor’s proposal and 
Republicans made no effort to draft 
a bipartisan budget. Some Demo- 
cratic senators like Minority Leader 
Jeff Woodbum raised the specter of 
a governor’s veto, but Gov. Has- 
san has not signaled whether a veto 
is likely despite expressing “seri- 
ous concerns” about the budget. 
Meanwhile, the Senate also passed 
a controversial bill that would give 
companies like Planet Fitness a tax 
exemption on increased value from 
selling shares. Gov. Hassan said she 
would review the bill but is wor- 
ried it’s a tax loophole. Former 
Gov. Craig Benson, who previously 
appeared before the Senate Finance 


Committee with the Planet Fitness 
CEO to ask for the exemption, has 
exclusive rights to operate 35 Plan- 
et Fitness franchises in New Jersey. 

Guinta’s story unravels 

Reports recently released by the 
Federal Election Commission shed 
more light on how it reached its rul- 
ing on 1st District Congressman 
Frank Guinta’s 2010 campaign use 
of $355,000 he received from his 
parents. Before and after the FEC 
ruling that Guinta received an ille- 
gally large donation, Guinta has 
maintained that the money was 
his. His most recent explanation 
depicted his parents’ bank account 
from which the money originat- 
ed as a family pot he had earlier 
deposited money into. He says the 
money then grew in interest. But, as 
NHPR reported, his mother wrote 
the checks as “loans,” implying 
they were intended to be repaid. 
And interviews between his sis- 
ter and investigators found she had 
no knowledge of a common family 
account. The most recent Republi- 
can to turn their back on Guinta has 
been New Hampshire GOP Chair 
Jennifer Horn, who wrote a letter 
saying she can no longer trust him 
and his credibility has been “irrep- 
arably damaged,” but did not go so 
far as to call for his resignation, the 
Union Leader reported. Sen. Kel- 
ly Ayotte as well as the Republican 
Statehouse leaders have called for 
Guinta to step down. 

More solar 

California-based solar pow- 
er company Sunrun has entered 
the New Hampshire market just 
a month after the nation’s big- 


gest solar provider, SolarCity (also 
based in California), set up shop in 
Manchester. Sunrun announced it 
will begin operating out of Nash- 
ua with plans to hire more than 30 
sales representatives and techni- 
cians. The two companies provide 
free or low-cost installation and 
maintenance while the homeown- 
ers pay a regular monthly rate for 
a long-term lease of the equipment 
and the power it generates. 


Claremont test canceled 

Claremont has changed its mind 
about hosting a pumpkin festival 
this fall. The AP reported mem- 
bers of the New England Pumpkin 
Festival Committee in Claremont 
decided against holding the event 
because of traffic and parking con- 
cerns and issues finding a location. 
Organizers from the now defunct 
Keene festival are hosting a pump- 
kin festival in Laconia this fall. 41

^ FOURTH-GRADERS 

They may not have picked the official state 
raptor, but they will pick the name of the na- 
tion’s “first” raptor.

Keeping painkillers from addicts 

Pharmacists and providers start using prescription monitoring program

A program meant to help prescrib- 
es and pharmacists synchronize care 
and identify so-called doctor shoppers 

— addicts getting painkillers from multi- 
ple providers — has been operating since 
last fall. Experts say it’s working well, 
but tracking statewide numbers for doc- 
tor shopping will be a trickier affair. 

Bumps in the road 

David Strang is an emergency room 
doctor at Franklin Regional Hospital and 
the chair of the Prescription Monitoring 
Advisory Council. He says barring a few 
technical difficulties, virtually all phar- 
macists are up and running with software 
that allows them to upload their dispens- 
ing data on a regular basis. But getting 
providers — which can include doctors, 
physician’s assistants, and other medical 
practitioners with the ability to prescribe 

— registered has been a different story. 

“Right now, we’re dealing with a lot of 

people who waited until the last minute 
to get this done,” Strang said. 

He said the state’s roughly 5,000 pro- 
viders need to register in the PMP system 
by June 30 or risk losing their licenses. 
However, though they are required to 
register, current state law does not man- 
date that prescribers actually use the 
program before writing a prescription. 
So a doctor at a pain clinic could con- 
ceivably prescribe oxycodone to a patient 
without even checking the patient’s past 
prescribing patterns. 

If a provider demonstrates a pattern of 
writing prescriptions when they should 
know better, the offending prescriber’s 
licensing board could enforce corrective 
action or revoke their license. But Strang 
said defining the threshold for offense 
and subsequent penalties are up to the 
individual boards. 

“We’ve got to get as many people as 
we can to the program and get them uti- 
lizing it for a period of time, and then 
we can do some comparison studies and 
say, 'Yeah, it’s working' or 'It's not being 
utilized as much as we'd like it to be,'” 
Strang said. 

Data restrictions 

But those studies won’t shed light 
on how much doctor shopping is being 
reduced statewide. 

That’s because, unlike the tracking 
system for pseudoephedrine, which is 
meant to help catch meth cooks, the PMP 



is not primarily for law enforcement. 

“If I see a patient in the emergen- 
cy room and they're insisting that they 
need a narcotic or an opiate ... for their 
whatever pain, and I go to check their 
prescription profile in the [PMP] and 
I see a lot of emergency room visits, a 
number of different doctors in a very 
short period of time for the same opiate 
medication, that's going to make me very 
concerned,” Strang said. 

He said he 
would have a con- 
versation with the 
patient and try 
to direct them to 
addiction treatment 
services and would 
not prescribe the 
drug. Similarly, 
pharmacists see- 
ing the same info 
would likely not 
dispense the drug. 

What this means, 
however, is the sys- 
tem is not designed 
to automatically detect or flag poten- 
tial doctor shoppers. Nor are providers 
expected to track these individuals. So 
aggregate data on doctor shopping may 
be difficult to obtain. 

Since law enforcement isn’t being 
notified and the system doesn't track 
doctor shopping automatically, it will be 
difficult to accurately measure how well 
the program is working at curbing the 
number of addicts abusing the system. 
But Strang says there may be a few tools 


available to shed light on the big picture. 

“There is the ability to run reports to 
see how many different providers dif- 
ferent patients are using and [if] that 
decreased over time,” Strang said. “You 
can even run a report saying 'How many 
patients in the state are using more 
than five providers in a month for con- 
trolled substances? What's the rate after 
a year and a half?' So that would be a 
metric that we could use to [measure 
effectiveness].” 

Ultimately, 
Strang believes 
data will reveal 
the opiate addic- 
tion problem is 
bigger than anyone 
expected. 

“Having some 
figures that iden- 
tify the size and 
scope of the prob- 
lem would be very 
helpful,” Strang 
said. 

What’s working 

Besides a relative lack of information, 
Strang says the system has been working 
as it's supposed to. 

“I think it's going very well,” he said. 

When the program launched last Octo- 
ber, pharmacists had already uploaded 
six months’ worth of past data. They’re 
currently uploading ongoing data on a 
weekly basis. 

Each suspicious case is handled

individually by providers, and law 
enforcement may not ever get involved. 

That's just fine for pharmacists like 
Tom Wilmot, the co-owner of Granite 
State Pharmacy in Concord. He said he 
was nervous the PMP would mean more 
unfunded work for him and his peers, but 
Wilmot is particularly glad all the week- 
ly uploads are automatic. 

“It's just for us to use with our own 
professional judgment,” Wilmot said. 
“The government said it was here to help 
us and, in this case, it looks like it's true.” 

He said his pharmacy has not encoun- 
tered any doctor shoppers so far. 

“That was a nice surprise,” Wilmot 
said. “You don't know until you know. 
We lucked out that all the patients we 
were dealing with were playing the way 
they were supposed to.” 

Wilmot suspects most doctor shoppers 
avoid small, independent pharmacies 
like his in order to remain anonymous. 

If Wilmot were to encounter a doctor 
shopper in the future, he said he's free to 
use his discretion. 

“They gave us no instructions,” Wilm- 
ot said. “Personally, if I came across 
something, it would change whether I 
was going to dispense the medicine or 
not.” 

That’s a good sign, according to Strang. 

“This is what the PMP is designed to 
do, is to alert practitioners that they may 
be duplicating the work and prescrip- 
tion habits of another prescriber that 
they otherwise would not be aware of,” 
Strang said. 

Going forward 

When New Hampshire became the 
49th state to adopt a prescription moni- 
toring program through 2012 legislation, 
it did so with the statutory prohibition 
on taxpayer dollars going toward the 
program. A year later, it was awarded a 
$400,000 grant from the federal Bureau 
of Justice Assistance, and it officially 
launched last October. 

How to fund the program in the long 
term is still an open question. The ini- 
tial $400,000 grant is set to expire next 
spring. A new grant application for 
$500,000 for 18 months was just submit- 
ted to the BJA. 

The New Hampshire PMP will soon 
link to the PMPs of neighboring states. 
Strang and others on the advisory coun- 
cil hope New Hampshire will eventually 
be linked to even more states, like Flor- 
ida, where Granite Staters frequently 
vacation or migrate in the winter. 41

The bike lane home 

Biking coast to coast for homebuilding charities 

Bedford High School grad Emily Lane, 19, is a first-year sustainability and agricul- 
ture major at the University of New Hampshire in Durham. She will be spending 
her summer riding her bike from Portsmouth to Vancouver with the non-profit Bike 
& Build. She and a group of about 30 students from across the country start their 
trek on June 13 and will stop to help build houses along the way. Lane has raised 
$3,200 out of the required $4,500 to participate so far. 


Can you explain how this 
program works? 

How I’ve raised [funding] so 
far was basically social media, 
getting the word out on Facebook, Twit- 
ter and Instagram. [I’ve been] telling 
people what I’m doing, posting photos 
a lot ... and posting a link to the web- 
site where they can donate. I also sent 
out pamphlets and letters, mostly to local 
businesses and places where I used to go 
to, like my orthodontist, my doctor. ... 
[Participants] range in age from 18 to 25, 
so most of [the participants] are in col- 
lege but there are a few who are just out 
of school. ... It’s a non-profit organiza- 
tion, led by students, and each rider on 
each trip needs to raise $4,500 in order to 
participate in the trip. And once you raise 
that money, you can start your journey 
with everyone. Along the way, we live in 
hostels, schools, basements of YMCAs, 
we tent out a lot — so nothing glamour- 
ous. That’s where we live. But along the 
way we build housing for the affordable 
housing cause, usually every five to six 
days, and we continue riding after that. 

Do you have a personal fundraising 
goal? 

The $4,500 is just so you can partici- 
pate in it. I would love to raise more than 
that. Right now, I’m just focusing on get- 
ting to that goal. [It] would be awesome 
if I could raise as much money as possi- 
ble, because 100 percent of the donations 
goes to affordable housing causes that we 
stop at along the way. 

What got you interested in supporting 
this cause? 

When I was 12 years old, I used to go to 
an all-girls camp, and I remember a coun- 
selor that did Bike & Build and she’d

write post- 
cards and 
letters to 
the camp. 

I just

it was basically a short documentary on 
what they were doing. I thought it was 
so cool, but you had to be at least 18 to 
do it.

I grew up in Bedford, which is, you 
know, a pretty nice town. I’m not wealthy 
or rich by any means, but my family was 
always well-off, I was always safe, I 
always lived in a nice home. ...

Clean energy ranking 

New Hampshire went up four places in the annual Clean Tech Lead- 
ership Index, which ranks states on renewable energy generation, green 
buildings and transportation. NHPR reported the Granite State is now 
ranked the 12th most energy-efficient state in the nation. The report by 
CleanEdge suggests the state ranked high in hybrid vehicle deployment, 
per capita electricity consumption, Energy Star buildings and smart 
meter penetration.

White Nose remedy? 

Scientists have discovered a natural remedy for the fungus that causes 
White Nose Syndrome, the disease responsible for killing huge swaths 
of the region’s bat population. The Telegraph of Nashua reported a soil 
bacteria has been found in laboratory studies to fight the fungus. Experts 
aren’t declaring the end of White Nose Syndrome just yet, saying there 
isn’t enough data. But anecdotally, they are seeing a relative stabilization 
of the state’s bat population.

Comment: Bats counted in N.H. hibernacula have dropped from 
nearly 4,000 in 2008 to about 40 last winter That’s a decline of 99.7 
percent. 

Foreclosures at record low 

For the first time since 2006, the number of monthly foreclosures in the 
state fell below 100. NHPR reported April saw 91 foreclosures, which is 
a 57-percent drop compared to the same month last year, according to a 
report by New Hampshire Housing. Analysts credit an improving hous- 
ing market.

There were 
cellos, violins, clarinets, trumpets, trombones, guitars, flutes, saxophones 
and ukuleles, which, when added together, are worth around $25,000.

NBA finals making a splash 


LeBron James retum- 
’-*Mm ing home to try and give the 
l city of Cleveland its first 
jjN title of any kind in 50 years 
' has been the NBA’s biggest 
2015 story. But the rise of 
■ Golden State after 40 years 
S. J M of mostly futility aside from 
the Mullin-Hardaway- 
Richmond years is a pretty big one as well. 
Especially in how they’ve done it by bombing 
away from deep and with a first-year coach 
who had never coached at any level before. 
In fact the vaunted presidential stat geek pre- 
dictor Nate Silver, now working for ESPN, 
com, recently ranked the 67-win Warriors as 
the third-greatest regular-season team ever. 

In being ranked behind Michael Jordan’s 
two best teams and just ahead of the ’86 Celt- 
ics, that, my friends, is a lofty spot to hold, 
and one I never would have considered until 
seeing Silver’s claim. Now if you read this 
space regularly, you know how much cre- 
dence I give stat geekiness and, as Mary Kay 
Place said in the funeral scene in The Big 
Chill , “this is one of those times.” 

Ranking teams today vs. the ’80s is hard. 
It’s an outside shooting league where the 
reign of the big man’s dominance has been 
nearly lost, in part because even soon-to-be 
7-footers grow up chucking up threes and 
the post-up game is being lost and because 
of how coaches now coach. But I would ask 
Big Nate (and I don’t mean Thurmond) who 
on GS would cover Kevin McHale. Dray- 
mond Green? I don’t think so. And Larry 
Bird and Danny Ainge would flourish from 
deep in the same way the splash brothers do. 
And while they did win those 67 playing in 
the ultra-competitive West, with the Sixers, 
Bucks, Atlanta and rising Pistons, the East 
was no cakewalk in ’86. 

By the way, Nate, buddy, what about the 
1971-72 Lakers, who won 33 straight and 
69 overall with a backcourt with both guards 
scoring over 25 per and Wilt Chamberlain in 
the middle? Andrew Bogut vs. Wilt? That’s a 
joke. And the ’85 or ’87 Lakers? With rank- 
ings like that, I bet Nate had Dewey in ’48 
too. But I digress. 

Now back to LeBron, where, after Sunday’s 
triple down the Cavs are returning home tied 
1-1 even with Kyrie Irving and Kevin Love 
lost to injuries. If he can win it for Cleveland, 
it’ll be the biggest one-man win since, ironi- 
cally, Rick Barry led the Warriors to their last 
title in 1975. Either way, the finals offer two 
great stories, which has me rooting for both 
teams. Now here are some more thoughts 
about the playoffs. 

NBA 101: Name the four first overall draft 
picks that played together on the 1987 title- 
winning Lakers. 

Steph Curry is a lot better than I thought 


he‘d be. I figured the slight frame would lead 
to the same durability issues he had his first 
two years. 

I’d pump the brakes a bit on Danny Ainge 
recently saying Curry’s the greatest shoot- 
er ever, as that’s a long-time thing. I will say, 
unlike his dad Dell Curry, who only was a 
great catch-and-shoot guy with range, he has 
eveiy shot. He shoots on the mn better than 
Ray Allen or Reggie Miller and has the mid- 
range game most long-range shooters don’t. 
He’s not Allen Iverson going to the basket, but 
he has much better range than A.I. He’s a great 
foul and long-range shooter like Larry Bird, 
but has a quicker release, which means you 
can’t drift on him. So if he stays healthy, he may 
claim that honor despite Sunday’s 5-23 effort. 

Seeing the Cavs go this far without Kevin 
Love makes you wonder if they wish they’d 
kept Andrew Wiggins instead of trading him 
for Love. 

In the Who’s Better than Whom debate cur- 
rently making the rounds here’s my ranking: 
(1) Michael Jordan, (2) Magic Johnson, (3) 
LeBron, (4) Bird and (5) Kobe Bryant. See 
the details in the glossary 

Think Steve Kerr regrets dumping the 
Knicks at the 11th hour for the Warriors 
instead? 

Seeding the playoffs regardless of confer- 
ence and re-seeding after each round is so 
dumb I’d lay money it came from Bud Selig. 
It’s an overreaction to the East being bad. But 
that will soon change, and it’s not the first 
time it’s happened. When Larry and Mag- 
ic shined, L.A. got to the finals almost every 
year because the West was weaker than Hill- 
ary’s explanation for e-mail-gate. 

LeBron’s been in five straight NBA Finals 
— no one Celtic has ever done that. 

Robert Horry saying he belongs in the 
Hall because he was clutch in the playoffs is 
like saying Pablo Sandoval belongs in base- 
ball’s Hall. 

NBA 101 Answer: The four first overalls 
on the ’87 Lakers were Kareem Abdul Jab- 
bar, Magic Johnson, James Worthy and 
Klay Thompson’s dad Mychal. 

Finally, with Don Shula still poking at Bill 
Belichick via “Beli-cheat,” it’s worth noting 
that when Cleveland won its last title in 1964 
it came when Shula’s favored Colts choked 
up a big one in a 27-0 loss to the Browns. It 
started his path to being a below average big 
game coach where he was just 2-5 in NFL title 
games including somehow losing to the infe- 
rior Jets in the NFL’s embarrassing, first ever 
loss to the AFL in Super Bowl III — which, 
oh by the way, came at the expense of Weeb 
Ewbank, who he replaced in Baltimore. And 
the guy who replaced him, Don McCaffer- 
ty, won SB 5 the year after he left Baltimore.

Twins Connor and Haley Gowland start- 
ed playing music together about eight years 
ago. Four years later, Haley, on lead guitar 
and vocals, and Connor, on dmms, teamed 
with bassist Alex Markoski to form Massa- 
chusetts alternative rock band The Cranks.

Haley said in some ways, she enjoys the 
atmosphere of the free outdoor summer con- 
certs as opposed to the indoor clubs. 

“We can get comfy with the crowd, and 
it’s more relaxed” she said. “The clubs 
can be intense, but at the summer outdoor 
shows, everyone’s just looking to have a 
good time, and it’s nice to fit into that easy- 
going vibe, [as opposed to] the energetic 
scene of a club.” 

The Cranks are also recording artists and 
will be promoting their new EP, Cute Hat , 
on their summer tour. People should expect 
an upbeat, high-energy show and prepare to 
rock out.

Four-man Methuen-based cover band

Blending art and nature 

Adele Sanborn opens Twiggs Gallery in Boscawen

After meeting Adele Sanborn and seeing the 
Twiggs Gallery, it may come as no surprise she 
designed the majority of its layout herself.

Opening day: Sanborn’s calligraphy and 
mixed media art will hang in the new gal- 
lery, and the store will be stocked with 
gifts and antique uniquities. On Saturday, 
visitors can leam how to create mbber 
stamp art with artist SherRee West, and 
on Sunday, they’ll leam how to zentangle 
with Krystin Watts.

the whole building down and re-build.) The 
couple lives right next door, and visitors will 
be able to see their work horses from the gal- 
lery’s front steps. 

When complete, the space will hold a rotat- 
ing gallery, retail store, antique gallery and 
studio space for workshops and demonstra- 
tions. Sanborn is a calligrapher, paper and 
lettering artist, but she plans to bring in teach- 
ers who are experts in techniques like mbber 
stamping, zentangle and book arts as well. 

Despite its old-time charm, the building 
feels bright and clean. All rooms are well-lit 
by the many windows encircling the walls, 
and each sports a different color. The kitch- 
en, which will eventually house a coffee bar, 
is green, the gallery space yellow, the bath- 
room red and the stairs an alternating orange, 
blue and green. Her husband’s “shabby chic 
antique” room is blue and boasts a bark- 
covered check-out desk. All doors leading 
outside are periwinkle. 


“What I’m trying to create is this whole 
atmosphere that this isn’t a fancy hoi pol- 
loi gallery that people are going to have to 
be dressed up for and take their shoes off 
before going inside,” said Sanborn, who was 
dressed just as bright as the building, with 
orange-cropped pants, a turquoise button-up, 
rainbow-splattered sneaks and camo glass- 
es. “I like the idea of having a coffee bar and 
having stuff on sale, because some people are 
weird about going to a gallery. They’re scared 
there’s admission or they’re scared every- 
thing’s going to be expensive and they can’t 
buy anything.” 

There were still a few more touches to be 
made — a couple lights here, an exit sign there 
— but all were small compared the amount of 
work the Sanborns had already put in. 

If you’re a member of the New Hampshire 
arts community, you may already know San- 
born. She worked at the graphic design firm, 
Cornerstone Design, and ran a retail store, 


Caardvark, from 1990 until 2005. When her 
boys were out of college and she and her hus- 
band sold their dairy farm — the kids were 
uninterested in going into the business — 
she realized she could pursue her real love, 
paper arts, full-time. She became a member 
of the League of New Hampshire Craftsmen 
and opened her first studio, The Paint Box, in 
Webster shortly after. 

But The Paint Box was a little too remote 
for her tastes. She wanted people to stop by. 
She wanted to host events. Plus, that studio 
had no running water in the winter. 

“So this, I’m excited about. It’s a busier 
area, and I think it’s going to attract more peo- 
ple as it’s only 15 minutes from Concord,” 
she said. “And there are no other art centers 
in Boscawen.” 

The town, she said, rallied around the 
idea; her husband (who used to be a select- 
man) knew the local guys to pour the cement, 
have the floor board paneled and the build- 
ing inspected. 

“It’s nice we were able to use all local peo- 
ple, so everybody has a vested interest in it,” 
she said. 

Sanborn hired fiber artist Laura Morrison 
to run the gallery and do everything she can’t 
— social media, marketing, website mainte- 
nance. She’s interested in hosting any kind of 
art in the gallery, just so long as it’s original. 
Once things get moving, a few high school 
students will join the staff, too. 

“I think it’s great for kids who are interest- 
ed in going on in art to see that you can make 
a living with it, and to leam how you can do 
it,” she said. 

She’d love Twiggs Gallery to become what 
Studio 550 is to Manchester. 

“What I would really love to be able to 
do is create a kind of community art center, 
a place where people can feel comfortable 
going to and looking at art, and taking classes 
and workshops or coming to free demonstra- 
tions,” she said. 41

NH’s Civil War story 

Commemorating 150 years with concert, re-enactment

One hundred fifty years ago this spring, 
the Civil War ended. Thirty thousand people 
from New Hampshire fought, and many nev- 
er came back. 

“It’s really an important story to tell,” Chris 
Benedetto, chairman of the Fifth Regiment 
New Hampshire Volunteers, said via phone 
last week. 

Wanting to tell this story, the nonprofit 
agreed to perform a Civil War camp re-enact- 
ment on the Statehouse lawn before the New 
Hampshire Master Chorale’s spring concert, 
“Last Letter Home,” this weekend. 

The re-enactment occurs Saturday, June 
13, from 10 a.m. until 6 p.m., and the con- 
cert is at 7 p.m. that night at St. Paul’s Church. 
There’s another concert on Sunday, June 14, 
at the Plymouth Congregational Church. 

“I thought [having a re-enactment] would 
be an interesting and great way to prepare 
people for the concert,” New Hampshire

◄ 25 “It’s not poetry. It doesn’t rhyme. It’s 
an honest letter from a man to his wife and 
children,” Perkins said. “The music really . . . 
heightens the emotion of the text. We don’t 
know this person or his family, but the com- 
bination of all these things helps us feel the 
emotion, and the horrible trauma it must be.” 

Santore’s piece is a world premiere. Per- 
kins suggested the assignment last summer 
while setting final details for the 2014-2015 
season, since much of Melville’s work is 
about the Civil War. 

“He gave us the first movement in March, 
the second movement a month later, and we 
just got the last movement two weeks ago. 
It’s a really exciting and organic process,” 
Perkins said. “I’m not a composer, but one 
doesn’t just sit down and out it comes. This 
process of composing and finding the right 
sound for the words is always fascinating. . . . 
I’m always thrilled with what [Santore] sends 
me.” 

Between songs, there will be readings of 
Kevin Powers’s poetry. The writer served in 
Iraq from 2004 to 2005, and his book, The 
Yellow Birds , was a finalist for the National 


Book Award. The last song of the concert is 
“Find the Cost of Freedom” by Crosby, Stills 
and Nash. 

The chorale, made up of about 30 singers 
ages 21 to mid-60s, is strongly invested in 
the work. Singers have been rehearsing once 
a week in Plymouth the past three months. 

“It’s been really great to see the emotion- 
al investment in this process, which is no less 
but really different from our last project,” 
Perkins said. 

Last year’s spring concert was held in the 
Concord parking garage, and the year before, 
it was in the Me Auliffe- Shepard Discovery 
Center. 

“I’m really interested in finding a broad 
application for music. I love music, and my 
singers love to sing, but I think we still need 
to work really hard in our society to draw in 
as many new listeners as possible,” Perkins 
said. “We get lots of people at these concerts 
who normally wouldn’t go to a choral con- 
cert. They come because we’ve done some 
interesting programming. . . . And then they 
find they’re moved in a way they didn’t 
expect.” 41

Spend a day among the stars at 
the Me AulifFe- Shepard Discovery 
Center’s annual Aerospacefest, hap- 
pening Saturday, June 13, from 10:30 
a.m. to 4 p.m., and featuring activities 
pertaining to space, aviation, science 
and engineering. 

“It’s a really fun day for families 
to spend time together, and an inspir- 
ing day as well,” Executive Director 
Jeanne Gerulskis said. “It’s an oppor- 
tunity to leam about space and flight 
and meet people who are doing very 
cool things.” 

The festival’s special guest and 
keynote speaker, Rick Linnehan, 
graduated from Pelham High School 
and UNH before becoming a NASA 
astronaut in 1992. He will be at the 
event from noon to 4 p.m. to meet 
with people and answer questions, 
and at 2 p.m., he will give a talk on 
“Living & Working in Space,” where 
he’ll share some of his adventures 
working as an astronaut. Linnehan 
will also be presenting the Alex Hig- 
gins Memorial Space Camp Awards, 
scholarships awarded to three New 
Hampshire kids between the ages of

9 and 18 that cover the tuition costs 
for them to attend Space Camp in 
Alabama. 

“[Linnehan] is a great inspiration 
for kids,” Gerulskis said. “Having 
an astronaut here is the most exciting 
part of the day. There’s nothing that 
lights up a kid’s eyes like meeting a 
real astronaut.” 

At noon, engineers from the orig- 
inal UNH CATSAT team will give 
a presentation on “Building a Sat- 
ellite, Launching Careers,” where 
they’ll talk about what the Cooper- 
ative Astrophysics and Technology 
SATellite was, their experiences 
building it, and where the team 
members are today. 

At 1 p.m., Squam Lakes Science 
Center will present “Nature’s Cool 
Flying Machines,” a series of demon- 
strations with live raptors. They will 
also have a nature discovery station 
set up all day. 


Outside on the lawn, members 
of the New Hampshire Astronomi- 
cal Society will be showing people 
how to use telescopes and answer- 
ing questions about astronomy and 
the society. 

“They’re a great group to work 
with, and they really just love astron- 
omy,” Gemlskis said. “They’ll have 
telescopes with solar filters so people 
can look up at the sun and other [tele- 
scopes] aimed at distant objects so 
people can get a feel for how telescopes 
work. And they’ll be talking with peo- 
ple about different types of telescopes, 
astrophotography, radio telescopes, 
whatever their interests are.” 

Other organizations participating 
in the festival include FIRST Robot- 
ics, doing robot demonstrations and 
interactive robot activities; Raytheon, 
with “Math Moves U” and engineer- 
ing stations; the Mount Washington 
Observatory and Plymouth State 


University’s Meteorology Team, 
talking about weather; and the New 
Hampshire Aviation Bureau, with a 
flight simulator. 

The center will be featuring some 
new exhibits that day. “Roll, Drop, 
Bounce: The Science of Motion” is 
an interactive exhibit that lets kids 
leam about motion by experimenting 
with different weighted objects. The 
CATSAT satellite will be on display, 
as will kids’ artwork from both state 
and international art contests. 

Gemlskis said the festival is a great 
event to get kids excited about space 
and aviation and maybe even inspire 
them to pursue careers in those fields. 

“Your kids may want to grow up 
and do these things,” Gemlskis said. 
“[The festival] is a way to show kids 
all the amazing things they can have 
in their future if they choose to go in 
any of the directions they’re exposed 
to when they come to the festival.”

NH Coin & Currency Expo returns to Manchester

Whether you’re an avid collector or just 
interested in seeing some numismatic relics, 
the New Hampshire Coin & Currency Expo 
has hundreds of exhibit cases to explore. It’s 
happening Friday, June 12, from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m., and Saturday, June 13, from 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m., at the Radisson Hotel in Manchester. 

The expo has over 60 exhibitors and is 
the biggest multiple-day coin show in New 
England. People can expect to see coins and 
currency of various nations and eras, gold and 
silver, tokens, medals and stamps. There will 
also be free appraisals, educational seminars 
and open club meetings on both days of the 
show. 

“People come both to buy and to look,” 
said Ernie Botte, coordinator of the event. 
“Some [exhibitors] are there for the primary 
reason of selling things, but there are [others] 
that are there more for people to talk to.” 

Charles Browne, a former coin grader for 
the Professional Coin Grading Service, will 
give a one-hour presentation on coin grad- 
ing. He’ll talk about how to look at a coin 
using the right magnifier and lighting, how 
marks and color can affect the coin’s value, 
what coin doctoring means and how to deter- 
mine the grade on early American and foreign 
coins. The class will close with a 30-minute 
open discussion time. 

Two clubs, The Barber Coin Collectors’ 
Society and the Liberty Seated Collectors 
Club, will hold a joint open meeting and offer 
information about their clubs and give an 
educational talk on 1861-0 half dollars. 

The Early American Coppers Club will 
also hold an open meeting and discussion on 
early U.S. copper coinage. 

People are invited to bring their own col- 
lection items or new purchases from the expo 
for a show-and-tell time. 

The popular Children’s Introduction to 
Coin Collecting seminar will be held again 
this year with John Kittredge of the Young 
Numismatist Program. Kids will have the 
chance to leam all the basics about coin col- 
lecting and grading. They’ll also walk away 
with some freebies donated by the program 
and expo dealers. 

A highly visual presentation on fake coins 
will show different kinds of fakes, both coun- 
terfeit and altered, how to identify them and 
some of the most common ones. 

In the exhibiting workshop, people can 
leam about how to best display their collec- 
tions. Everyone participating in the workshop 
will walk around the expo, make notes of 
what they like and don’t like about each 
exhibit, then discuss with the group.

Lastly, historian and author David Taylor 
Moore will give a PowerPoint presentation 
on the Civil War.

“If you’re interested in history, [the expo] 
is a good event to go to,” Botte said. “You can 
see money we used thousands of years ago, 
50 years ago, all the way up to today.”

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

If plants were puppies... 

They would have whimpered in the heat

Thank heavens we finally got some rain. I 
had less than half an inch in the first 29 days 
of May. If my plants were puppies, they’d 
have done a lot of whimpering during that 
last hot week of the month. They’d have been 
begging for water, complaining of neglect. 
There are things we can do to help our plants 
through hot spells, and it makes sense to think 
about them now, as summer begins. 

Sometimes it’s necessary to perform triage 
in the garden. Pick the plant that is suffer- 
ing the most and water it. In principle, I don’t 
believe that established perennials should 
need to be watered. Put the right plant in the 
right place and it should thrive. But after a 
month without rain, watering may be need- 
ed, and if you have lots of plants, you need to 
decide where to begin. 

I begin with newly planted things that are 
stressed. These are the ones that have limp 
leaves, or, worse yet, are flopping over. The 
very act of planting disturbs roots and the fine 
root hairs that suck up water from the earth. 
If you move a perennial or small tree, you 
have certainly cut off some of the roots - they 
extend long distances and you cannot see the 
finest of their roots. Even a shrub purchased 
at a nursery and carefully planted will take 
weeks to settle in. Some shrubs even need 
extra water in year two after planting. And 
roses do best with more water than most. 

How you water is important, too. I don’t 
water with an overhead sprinkler. They water 
everything, including walkways and weeds. I 
use a handheld device called a watering wand 
that allows me to get water where I want it 
— at ground level. The 36-inch wand attach- 
es to the hose and has a nice “rose” on the end 
that turns a potentially torrential deluge into a 
strong but gentle shower. 

My lettuce, started indoors by seed and 
hardened off well, wilted badly after plant- 
ing last week. I planted at dusk and watered 
it well, but the next day hit 90 degrees. When 
I saw it gasping for breath at noon, I gave it 
a dose of a commercial remedy for transplant 
shock. It is called SuperThrive and is made 
from seaweed extract and plant hormones. A 
capful in a watering can is all it takes. 

If you’ve just planted veggies that are suf- 
fering from the heat and dryness, think about 
providing some shade. I covered my lettuce 
with row cover (also called by trademarked 
names, Reemay or Agribon). I have wire 
hoops that I pushed into the soil, then draped 
this thin layer of synthetic fabric over the 
hoops and pinned down the edges with land- 
scape staples. It protects the plants from hot, 
drying winds and reduces the intensity of

the sunshine slightly. Air and moisture pass 
through this fabric, which I also use at times 
to keep insects off plants. 

I also planted a small clematis vine last 
week, and provided some temporary sun pro- 
tection simply by placing a couple of buckets 
near it to provide shade in the hottest part of 
the afternoon. Later I will plant a medium- 
height flower in front of the clematis to keep 
the roots shaded and cool, which they like. 
I’ve been known to use cardboard to provide 
shade, or a beach umbrella at planting time. 

Soils make a big difference in watering 
needs. Sandy soils dry out and drain fast. 
Good loam holds moisture nicely. Clay soils 
can hold too much water, rotting roots in wet 
times. Adding compost to any soil at plant- 
ing times helps to achieve the desired “moist, 
well-drained soil.” 

Mulch is good for holding in moisture and 
discouraging weeds. In the vegetable garden I 
put down newspaper (four to six sheets thick) 
covered with straw, hay or leaves. Around 
bigger plants like tomatoes I leave some 
open, un-mulched space around the stem. 
That allows a quick rain or a visit with my 
watering wand to get moisture to the roots. 

In flower gardens I sometimes use finely 
ground hemlock bark that I buy by the pick- 
up-truck load. Some gardeners like to install 
landscape fabric under the mulch, but I rarely 
do that. I find that the worst of the weeds can 
get through anyway, and their roots become 
entangled with the fabric, making it tough to 
remove them entirely. 

Chopped autumn leaves are great mulch 
for gardens. They help to keep down weeds, 
provide organic matter to soil microorgan- 
isms, and hold in moisture. Earthworms love 
leaves. One friend bags all her leaves after 
running over them with a lawnmower in Sep- 
tember and stores them for use now. 

Weeds are not just competing with your 
onions and lettuce for sun and soil nutri- 
ents, they also want the water, especially in 
dry times. Get your garden off to a good start 
by weeding for 15 minutes a day, minimum. 
Once weeds bloom and spread their seeds, 
the work will multiply exponentially, so do it 
now and have less work later.

Plastic bumper not really functional, mainly aesthetic 


Dear Car Talk: 

While pulling into our 
driveway this past win- 
ter, I hit one of those 
huge snow banks that 
had turned into rock- 
hard ice. I know, what's

right? I took out a piece 

of the plastic bumper on my 2012 Suba- 
ru Impreza. The estimated cost to fix this is 
$700, because they have to replace the whole 
bumper. We are going to duct-tape the piece 
on until we can afford to fix it. But how nec- 
essary is it to fix this? Also, should this be 
done by our dealer? — Kathy 

These sorts of things happen to everybody. 
Trust me. I’m a guy who once dropped a cus- 
tomer’s Nissan 300ZX off a lift. And you 
think you had some explaining to do! 

It sounds like the plastic part you broke is 
just the bumper cover. The bumper itself, the 
metal bar designed to absorb the shock of a 
collision, is underneath that cover, and was 
unharmed. The bumper cover’s purpose is 5 
percent aerodynamics (for slightly improved 
fuel economy), and 95 percent aesthetics. So 
you really don’t have to fix it. 

If you do decide to fix it, a well-rated inde- 
pendent body shop certainly can do the work. 


In fact, lots of dealers outsource their body 
work to independent shops that they trust. 

And many plastic parts, like bumper cov- 
ers, even come prepainted from the factory 
now, so it’s pretty hard to screw up. So if you 
want it fixed, and you’re not going to go the 
insurance-claim route, then shopping around 
makes a lot of sense. 

If you don’t fix it, just make sure the bro- 
ken part is secure. Duct tape is fine, but you 
want to be certain that the dangling piece of 
plastic doesn’t fall off while you’re driving 
and become a road hazard to someone else. 

Dear Car Talk: 

Tm trying to find out if I need to replace 
the control arm “bushing " or the control arm 
“ball joints " on my Mazda6. When my car 
is moving and Tm turning or braking, there 
are banging, popping, creaking sounds in the 
front left (driver s side). I had a mechanic take 
a look at it, and he said it was the control arm 
ball joints, and it would be about $550, which 
seems reasonable. However, I found out 
theres also a bushing in there, which is rub- 
ber and can dry-rot. Can the bushing make a 
noise (doesn't seem likely, since it's rubber), 
or is there something else I might take into 
consideration? Thank you in advance! I love 
the show and column, and everyone there is 


super knowledgeable ! — Pam 

I’ll give you the bad news first, Pam. If 
you’re already hearing those noises, and it 
is coming from a ball joint, that ball joint 
could be getting ready to break. And if it 
does break, the wheel will partially detach 
and fold under the car. How does that sound 
for exciting? 

Normally, people report that this happens at 
low speed, like when they’re pulling out of a 
parking space. But that’s just because we nev- 
er get reports from the people to whom this 
happens at high speed. They’re usually dead. 

As you can imagine, once one of your 
wheels is lying flat on the road surface, the 
car really is not good for much of anything 
— other than long-term parking. 

Now, a banging noise could be coming 
from a wom-out or detached control arm 
bushing, too. That would allow the metal con- 
trol arm to bang up against the car’s subframe. 

But here’s the good news: You don’t have 
to figure out which part is making noise. 
That’s because on your particular car, the 
control arm bushing and one ball joint come 
as a set. Your car is unusual in that it has two 
lower ball joints for each front wheel. So if 
your guy says you need two ball joints on the 
driver’s side, you’ll be getting two new ball 
joints, two new control arms and two new 


bushings — you have no choice. 

Typically, when a customer at our shop 
complains of banging or other noises from 
the front end, we’ll put the car up on the 
lift, grab the tire and try to move the wheel 
around. We’ll push it and pull it and pry at 
it. And while we do that, we’ll watch all of 
the key front-end components to see if any 
of those parts have excessive play in them. 

For instance, if we see the “ball” part of 
a ball joint moving around inside its sock- 
et, we’ll know the ball joint is bad, because 
there should be zero play in there. 

If the ball joint’s good, we’ll check the 
control arm bushings and other components, 
looking for inappropriate movement. We 
usually can figure out pretty quickly what’s 
causing the noise. 

But you don’t need to bother doing that, 
Pam. Because the only way you can get a 
new ball joint is by purchasing a new control 
arm, bushing included. So if you’re buying 
two ball joints on the driver’s side, you’ll 
automatically be the proud owner of two 
new bushings, too. 

And $550 is the right price. Just consider 
yourself lucky that you don’t need the passen- 
ger side as well. So go and get it taken care 
of. I hate to see people play ball joint roulette.

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Throughout the year, Barley House chefs 
can test their burger prowess with the burger 
of the week special. 

“That in itself sometimes is an experi- 
ment, so we’re constantly experimenting 
with burgers,” Shea said. “We’re just trying 
to have fun and make it fun with the range 
we have here.” 

Sometimes a burger they come up with 
isn’t a huge hit, but that doesn’t stop the staff 
from trying. 

“That’s part of the fun,” he said. 

The sky’s the limit when it comes to get- 
ting creative with a burger at The Barley 
House, Shea said. 

“We’re not cookie-cutter here so we’re 
not pumping out the same [burger] 200 
times,” he said. “We’re doing 10 to 15 
different burgers on different buns with dif- 
ferent cheese.” 

He won’t claim the world’s best burg- 
er, but he guarantees that each time you sit 
down to eat you’re going to get a very good, 
fresh burger. 

“I think there’s a lot of great burgers out 
there, but we take it very seriously. . . . We 
grind fresh with all natural beef, we cure our 
own bacon here. We do a lot of the old tra- 
ditional culinary craft here, and that’s why 


burgers kind of resonante with us.” 

It’s clear that serving delicious gourmet 
burgers is Shea’s passion — burgers are the 
first thing he learned to cook as a kid. 

“It was really my first introduction into 
the culinary world,” he said. 

His final project before graduation from 
the Culinary Institute of America was 
to come up with a concept and design a 
restaurant. 

“I did an upscale burger joint,” he said. 
“That was kind of where my heart was.” 

Burger Fest raises money for CHaD and 
a local charity called Fred’s Fund, which 
provides anything from extra beds to iPads 
to gas gift cards and food vouchers to help 
make the lives of kids, families and caretak- 
ers in the Pediatric Intensive Care Unit in the 
Children’s Hospital at Dartmouth-Hitchcock 
a little easier. 

Each burger on the Burger Fest menu is 
sponsored by a local business, and for every 
burger sold, The Barley House and the busi- 
ness donate a dollar. Ten beers from New 
Hampshire Distributors will be on tap and 
for each one sold, they’ll also donate a dollar. 

“We have a possibility when you sit down 
with burger and a beer to donate $3,” Shea 
said,

After surpassing the 3,000-burger mark 
for the first time last year, The Barley House 
is gearing up for another Burger Fest starting 
on Friday, June 12, and continuing through 
Saturday, June 20. Get your fill of unique 
gourmet burgers while helping raise money 
to support CHaD at the 9th annual festival 
featuring a special menu of 10 to 15 burger 
creations that could be topped with anything 
from poutine to seafood. 

“[We] come up with some crazy cool 
burgers,” owner Brian Shea said in a phone 
interview. “We’ll do turkey burgers [and] I 
think this year a tuna burger. We use bison 
some years, we’ve used elk or wild boar, so 
we’ve done exotic stuff. ... We run the gam- 
ut on things we do.” 

The restaurant’s regular menu will be 
pared down during Burger Fest, consisting 
of lighter fare and sandwich options with 
the main focus on “burger burgers burgers,” 
Shea said. 

The burger selection typically isn’t final- 
ized until shortly before the festival, though 
since The Barley House is celebrating its 
15th anniversary year, some of the burgers 
may have a retro feel. 

The festival is treated almost as a burger 
laboratory; occasionally, burgers that debut 
during Burger Fest make it on to the perma- 
nent Barley House menu alongside regular 
favorites like the Korean burger (soy ginger 
barbecue sauce, beef patty, pickled cucum- 
ber and carrot, spicy lime mayo, sesame 
bun) and the Dublin burger (peppercorn 
charred, whiskey gravy, creamy blue cheese, 
crispy onions).

experience. 

“People think of jam as being a breakfast 
item, but it can be so much more,” Thorn- 
ton said.

Brew debut 

Henniker Brewing hosts summer seasonal celebration

Nothing says summer like sitting out- 
side enjoying a cold beverage, which is 
exactly what brewers at Henniker Brew- 
ing Company had in mind while making 
Artisan Ale, a light, session beer. To help 
New Hampshirites get in the summer 
beer spirit, Henniker Brewing Compa- 
ny will host a kickoff to summer event 
debuting the release of the summer sea- 
sonal on Saturday, June 13. 

“[It’s] a perfect summer beer where 
you can sit on your deck and drink it all 
day,” Marketing Director Ryan Maiola 
said in a phone interview. 

The seasonal brew uses three different 
yeast strains and has a lot of flavor and a 
hoppy kick at the end, as well as a lower 
alcohol content. 

“No one wants something too heavy or 
high in alcohol content [in the summer],” 
Maiola said. “The idea behind it is you 
can sit out on the deck and barbecue and 
drink this and be able to be OK after a 
couple of them.” 

Inspired by outdoor afternoons, rec- 
ommend pairings for the beer encompass 
anything made outside, especially ribs 
and foods with a little spice like sausag- 
es and burgers. 

This year marks the second kickoff to 
summer event, which, Maiola said, is a 
celebration of the company, the commu- 
nity and of course the beer. 

“[It’s] a celebration of a lot of things 
coming together at the same time,” he 
said. 

During the celebration, guests have a 
number of opportunities to try Henniker 
Brewing Company beers at sample sta- 
tions, in the taproom and on the patio. 
The four year-round beers (Hop Slinger, 
Amber Apparition, Working Man’s Porter 
and Whipple’s Wheat) will be on tap and 
the last kegs of the spring seasonal DH 
IPA will be available. Artisan Ale will 
be on tap for growler fills and for sale in 
22-ounce bottles. 

Brewery tours will take off every half 
hour to 45 minutes throughout the after- 
noon and will highlight the background 
of the company and particulars about the 
brewing process. Maiola and other staff

members will also be on hand to mingle 
and answer questions. 

Since no beer tasting would be com- 
plete without food, vendors from 
Henniker, Contoocook, Hillsborough and 
Dover will provide snacks from burgers 
to popcorn to ice cream. 

“Everything we do we like to support 
local and use local companies when we 
can,” Maiola said. 

A handful of the day’s vendors partner 
with Henniker Brewing, like Blackwater 
Mustard from Contoocook. Their prod- 
ucts are sold in the brewery’s taproom 
and have also used Henniker Brewing’s 
porter in one of their mustards. White 
Mountain Kettle Corn, which shares a 
shipping dock with the brewery, will be 
there as well as Wild Poppy Soap Co., 
which uses the four year-round beers in 
its soaps. Juice Burger food truck, Ger- 
man John’s Bakery and MM Good Ice 
Cream Truck will also be there. It’s an 
all-ages event open to families; other 
activities include raffles, games and live 
music from Keith Sanders. 

Maiola advised trying Artisan Ale 
before it’s all gone. 

“It is definitely limited so it will only 
probably be around for a couple months,” 
he said. 

Available in bottles at specialty beer 
stores and in kegs from their taproom, 
Artisan Ale will also be available at Mur- 
phy’s Taproom in Manchester and New 
England’s Tap House Grille in Hooksett.

Chicken 
Banh Mi 

I’ve been introduced to a lot of different 
foods since meeting my husband. From exot- 
ic seasonings and spices to traditional comfort 
food, my palate has expanded for the better. 

To convince my husband that he won’t 
starve if we move away from his family, I’ve 
been slowly learning how to recreate some 
of his favorite dishes. I started with simple 
things like curry and stir fry and worked my 
way up to pho and ka’piek (a noodle soup). 

One of the simpler dishes I started with is 
the Banh Mi sandwich. The Vietnamese sand- 
wich was first introduced to me on one of my 
early visits to Boston. A trip to Chinatown 
during lunch landed us with these tasty treats. 

When the French introduced the baguette 
during their colonial period in Indochina, the 
Banh Mi was created. Though it can be made 
with just about anything, the sandwiches I’ve 
had often featured pork, a meat I’m not very 
fond of unless it’s extremely fresh. 

Normally my husband was out of luck if 
he was craving one of these sandwiches, 



until I stumbled across this recipe for a rotis- 
serie chicken Banh Mi in Better Homes and 
Gardens. 

With only a few pantry ingredients, I was 
well on my way to making the perfect sand- 
wich. Plus, ingredients like jalapeno and 
cilantro added freshness, while the practically 
pickled carrots added the tang that gives Banh 
Mi sandwiches their distinct flavor. 

The rotisserie chicken can be replaced with 
another meat, or even beefier vegetables like 
cucumber or eggplant. The real treat here is 
the sauce and pickling liquid from the carrots 
that would make any sandwich stand out. 

My favorite thing about this simple recipe, 
though, is that it is perfect for a party. Making 
it on a loaf of French bread and then cutting it 
into pieces is an easy way to feed a crowd and 
impress guests. The chili sauce-mayo combo 
I use on everyday sandwiches; when com- 
bined with warm French bread, it’s a home 
run on the Banh Mi. — Lauren Mifsud #•

Rotisserie Chicken Banh Mi 

Courtesy Better Homes and Gardens 
1/3 cup white vinegar 
% cup sugar 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
1 cup shredded carrots 
% cup light mayonnaise 
1 teaspoon chili sauce 
V 2 teaspoon soy sauce 
1/8 teaspoon sugar 

1 French bread baguette, halved lengthwise 
Breast meat from one small rotisserie chicken 
1/3 of a long, seedless cucumber, cut into thin 
spears 

1 fresh jalapeno, thinly sliced 
1/3 cup fresh cilantro leaves 


Preheat oven to 425 degrees. In a small bowl 
combine vinegar, the 1/4 cup sugar, and the 
salt; stir until sugar dissolves. Add carrots; 
toss well. Let stand for 15 minutes. Mean- 
while, in a small bowl combine mayonnaise, 
chili sauce, soy sauce, and the remaining 1/8 
teaspoon sugar. Place baguette halves, cut 
sides up, on rack in oven; bake about 5 min- 
utes or just until warm and lightly crisped. 
Spread mayonnaise mixture over both sides 
of baguette. Slice chicken breast; arrange 
slices on baguette halves. Drain carrots, 
pressing to drain off excess liquid; arrange 
over chicken. Top with cucumber and, if 
desired, jalapeno. Sprinkle with cilantro 
leaves. Cut into portions.

Stay chill 

How to keep your wine cold on hot days

When the weather gets warm, I am pret- 
ty much a white wine drinker right up until 
the fall. There is just something so refresh- 
ing about a nice cold glass of wine when it 
is hot outside. 

But when the weather heats up, how 
can you keep wine cold if you don’t want 
to keep reaching for it in the fridge? You 
can chill wine for short periods in the freez- 
er, but this can actually make the wine too 
cold if it is left in there too long. It can also 
cause the wine to leak out through the cork 
(unless it has a screw top, as many wines 
do these days). This is because, according 
to Wine Spectator’s Dr. Vinifera, wine is 
mostly water, which will freeze, but also 
contains alcohol, which will not. So the 
water crystallizes and expands but there is 
nowhere for it to go. This may cause the 
cork to start protruding from the bottle and 
cause leakage. 

According to Wine Doctor Chris Kiss- 
ack, most common household refrigerators 
are actually too cold for most white wines, 
typically hovering around 40 degrees. Now, 
wine that is too cold isn’t ruined, but it can 
lose character and aroma. This isn’t true for 
just white wines but for red wines served 
too warm as well. Kissack recommends 
serving Champagne and dry white wines 
at 45 to 50 degrees, the average tempera- 
ture of most underground wine cellars. He 
also notes that inexpensive white wines, 
cheaper sparkling wines and sweet whites 
can be served a little bit colder at around 
40 degrees, so keeping them in the fridge 
isn’t as much of a concern. However, it can 
be best to store them in a cool dry place 
and chill them for about an hour prior to 
serving. 

This is where a wine fridge can be help- 
ful, because you can set it independently 
from your fridge. Even a small countertop 
model can hold a few bottles and store them 
at a more accurate temperature. I hope to 
have one of these in my house someday. I 
love the idea of having one built right in 
with the cabinets. 

A bottle of white in a bucket with ice 
can be cooled fairly rapidly, and Vinifera 
actually recommends this method versus 
the fridge in most cases. However, chilling 
wine this way can still result in its becom- 
ing too cold, so keep an eye on it. 

These days there are many accessories 
when it comes to wine and a few address 
temperature specifically. Once a bottle is 
opened, it can be tough to keep it cool, but 
the Corkcicle can help with that. This lit-

tie plastic stick has a stopper on the end. 
A couple hours before you know you’re 
going to need it, stick it in the fridge and 
cool it down. Once the bottle is opened, the 
Corkcicle goes down into the bottle like a 
stopper and the cool stick keeps the remain- 
ing wine cool. It can be used for both white 
and red wines. 

If you want to up your game a little, there 
are a few products out there like the Corkci- 
cle. ONE, which has a pour-through feature 
(and this one also happens to have a cap) 
so you do not need to remove it every time 
you pour. However, this product doesn’t 
seem to come in as many cool colors as the 
original. 

In addition to my Corkcicle, I have a lit- 
tle wine bag that is the size of a gift bag 
but has little gel pockets that freeze when 
chilled. I put this in the freezer for about an 
hour before I open a bottle and then store 
the wine in it as an added layer when I 
know the weather is warm. 

Lastly, there is always someone who 
likes to put ice cubes in their wine. While 
true wine snobs balk at this, it can some- 
times help cool wine down when it is hot 
outside, despite making it a little watery. 
Keep in mind that holding on to a wine 
glass will also change the temperature 
because of body heat (which is why some 
people shy away from stemless glasses). 41

Kikagaku Moyo, Forest of Lost Children (Beyond Beyond is Beyond 
Records) 

This Tokyo-based psych-rock curi- 
osity has been building a small head 
of steam over the past year. Just now 
going into its third pressing by the 
Beyond indie, it’s a bit short for what 
one would normally consider a full 
album, but the rub there is that the vinyl 
version is 45 RPM, so wax-heads are 
more than forgiving — hopefully this is 
part of a trend and not an anomaly. The 
tuneage itself is, as advertised, psyche- 
delic rock, but this power quintet takes 
that term more literally than what you 
might have gotten used to during the Tee Pee records reign of the early Aughts 
and such — this is as pure and organic as a 1960s Hendrix session. Like Brian 
Jonestown Massacre after a lot of music lessons, it moves from lo-fi prog-jam- 
ming (“Smoke and Mirrors,” “Hem”) to freak-anthemic world-rock (“Streets of 
Calcutta”) while maintaining a rare wide-eyed honesty, the whiny stun guitars 
pinching and straining in a 1960s manner. Add to that the fact that they’re play- 
ing gigs like the Austin Psych Fest and it can’t be denied that they’re a prime 
mover candidate for whatever the hell is coming next in indie rock. A — Eric

Sister Machine Gun, The Future Unformed (Wtii Records) 

This slithering goth-industrial EP 
is rooted in the ’90s era of WaxTrax 
Records (“Wtii” stands for “WaxTrax 
II”; it’s run by the former Chicago head 
of WaxTrax), which helped launch Min- 
istry, along with Front 242 and these 
guys, who, in their earliest incarna- 
tion, looked and sounded like Michael 
Hutchence fronting Skinny Puppy, a 
den of smoldering, sensuous, occasion- 
ally boisterous darkwave. They haven’t 
released a full-length since 2003 ’s 
Influence , but this five-songer gives a 
good enough indication of where they’ve been and where they’re going, spe- 
cifically toward more modern electronics but retaining the sex-god warbling 
of Chris Randall, who was voted as one of Playgirl magazine’s top 10 sexiest 
musicians back in 1996. Thus I suppose the bullet version of all this is that it’s a 
glimpse of what INXS might have become in a parallel Earth populated by vam- 
pires. A little less glitch than I would have liked, but no, nothing wrong here at 
all.

• Whether you think of Adam Lambert as this generation’s 
Freddy Mercury or the millennium’s answer to Boy George, he 
has quite the voice, or so our demonic bat-winged overlords have 
made us believe through hypnosis via the reality TV programs 
your grandmother likes.

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Love letter to NH 

Native salutes the state with Slew Hampshire

Even though American Backwoods: Slew 
Hampshire doesn’t paint the prettiest picture 
of filmmaker Adam “Flood” Reed’s home 
state — what with the blood and gore and all 

— he still thinks of it as his love letter to New 
Hampshire. 

Reed, who currently lives in L.A., went 
to high school in Hudson and studied film at 
UNH. He wrote, produced and directed the 
flick because he was burned out from the Los 
Angeles filmmaking “rat race.” After years of 
working freelance jobs in front of and behind 
the camera in L.A. he decided it was time to 
do something from scratch again. And, he fig- 
ured, what better place to do this than in his 
home state? 

“It’s interesting, nobody around here real- 
ly knows anything about New Hampshire,” 
Reed said. “Even having grown up there, I feel 
like I never really knew much about what hap- 
pened in the rural north part of the state. For 
me, [producing the film] was kind of a chance 
to, through the fiction writing process, extrap- 
olate or explore ideas of what could be hiding 
up there, or what kind of weird, deranged 
behavior is occurring out in the woods.” 

The result of this extrapolation is American 
Backwoods: Slew Hampshire , a film about 
a group of New Hampshire friends who, 
while embarking on a local rite of passage 

— traveling north for one last weekend of 
debauchery — find themselves in a struggle 
for survival amongst a sinister hunting party, 
a bloodthirsty tribe and a mythical beast. This 
weekend, Reed will be touring the film with 
special effects guru Michael Todd Schneider 
at various New Hampshire cinemas. 

Reed began writing the movie in 2008 and 
shooting it in 2010. That summer, cast and 
crew spent three weeks filming in New Eng- 
land, including outside Dartmouth College, at 
Mack’s Apple Farm and Londonderry Access 
Center in Londonderry and in various woodsy 
spots around Keene, Hudson and Durham. 
(They saved the scream-heavy scenes for a 
shooting session in Maine, where they had 
access to a cabin surrounded by 13 acres of 
land.) Making up the cast and crew were locals 
and non-locals (including Dayo Okeniyi, who 
played Thresh in The Hunger Games). 

Reed said he got help from a Kickstarter 
campaign and other financial supporters in 
New Hampshire and L.A. In some ways, it 
would have been easier to film in California 

— it’s where many of his cast and crew mem- 
bers live. But it’s always his preference to 
shoot on location and remain authentic to the 
story. Plus, he said, people in New Hampshire 
are a little more compliant to filmmakers. 


They’re not used to this kind of activity, and 
they get excited about it. 

“It was a pretty big leap of faith,” Reed 
said. “I don’t have a lot of boots on the ground 
back east, other than people I’m friends with, 
and without whom I wouldn’t have been able 
to pull this off. ... I had to find locations, 
props, wardrobe, vehicles from afar. ... It cost 
me a good chunk of money to have people fly 
out and to house them, but I felt like the trade- 
off was also worth it because you don’t have 
to get location permits.” 

When cast and crew went to film, numer- 
ous changes needed to be made — namely, 
special effects and make-up had to be toned 
down because of budget issues. Reed thinks 
they found a happy medium. He referenced 
films like Jaws and Psycho , which were horri- 
fying even during non-graphic scenes. 

“Sometimes showing less is more, too,” he 
said. “When you don’t see the shark, or don’t 
see the knife touching or stabbing her, it’s 
actually more suspenseful and scary at times. 
Sometimes horror films have too much blood 
and gore, and you’re kind of de-sensitized to 
it.” 

Even so, Rue Morgue Magazine gave 
American Backwoods its “Goriest Scene of 
the Year” award. Since its 2013 release, it’s 
screened at the Shockfest Film Festival of 
Hollywood, the Rock and Shock, the Anoth- 
er Hole in the Head International Genre Film 
Festival and the B Movie Celebration. 

Reed was very happy it did as well as it did; 
he had doubts while filming. 

“I find that horror fans tend to be incredibly 
forgiving, in that there seems to be a subcul- 
ture of the horror community that really likes 
bad movies. They forgive bad, cheesy audio 
effects, but I didn’t want to wind up in that 
territory. That was a real, paralyzing fear at 
times. Is this going to look good? Is this going 
to pan out the way we envisioned?” Reed said. 
“My primary objective was to make a good 
film first, a good horror film second. Inevita- 
bly, you think about the same factors in terms 
of quality, no matter what the genre.” 41

Do No Harm , by Hen- 
ry Marsh (Thomas Dunne 
Books, 276 pages) 

What’s the difference 
between a brain surgeon 
and God? God doesn’t 
think he’s a brain surgeon. 

The truth underlying the 
old joke is confirmed in Do 
No Harm , the memoir by 
celebrated British neuro- 
surgeon Henry Marsh, who, 
on occasion, has to stop off 
at the grocery store on the 
way home and wait in line to check out 
with mortals. 

“‘And what did you do today?’ I felt 
like asking them, annoyed that an impor- 
tant neurosurgeon like myself should be 
kept waiting after such a triumphant day’s 
work,” Marsh writes, with forgivable 
hubris. Not only had he spent the better part 
of the day removing a nasty tumor from the 
brain of a 40-year-old accountant (whose 
overly blood-rich face “made him look 
continually embarrassed”), but he rides 
his bicycle to work. By pretty much every 
marker by which humans measure each 
other — education, achievement, environ- 
mental consciousness, the willingness to 
pick up milk for your spouse on your way 
home after a long day at work — Marsh 
surpasses the rest of us schmucks blocking 
his way to the cashier. 

The most remarkable thing about him, 
however, is Marsh’s willingness to con- 
fess both his arrogance and his failures. Do 
No Harm is about a surgeon who did, in 
fact, do harm over the course of an illus- 
trious three-decade career. Mistakes, in his 
profession, mean somebody dies, or, only 
marginally better, is unfixably wrecked. 
They also mean malpractice suits to follow. 


No wonder it’s unusual to 
find a surgeon who admits 
to mistakes outside of hos- 
pitals’ internal mortality 
reviews. Also refreshing is 
his admission that he expe- 
rienced pounding dread and 
anxiety on a regular basis. 
When someone is going to 
saw open your immobilized 
head like a scene from a 
B -grade horror movie, you 
don’t want him taking his 
work too casually. A sur- 
geon as scared of making a mistake as you 
are of dying is good — particularly since a 
person undergoing brain surgery has a 1 to 
2 percent chance of a fatal hemorrhage or 
infection as soon as the cut is made, before 
the surgeon has really even started to work. 

In 2009, Marsh was the focus of a doc- 
umentary, The English Surgeon (its title 
a clever play on the Oscar-winning film 
The English Patient). The film showed 
the efforts of Marsh and a colleague in 
providing medical care to desperately 
ill patients in Ukraine, a mission he con- 
tinued for more than 20 years. That work 
figures into this story, poignantly so, as in 
his story of Tanya, an 11 -year-old girl who 
had been told she had an inoperable brain 
tumor. Marsh took an interest in the child 
with “the awkward long-legged grace of a 
foal, a page-boy haircut and a shy, lopsided 
smile” and arranged for surgery in London. 
Life being life, the child died after spend- 
ing six months in the hospital and returning 
home “more disabled when she had left it.” 

The first death for which Marsh was 
responsible, at least marginally, was when, 
as a sleep-deprived resident, he was sum- 
moned in the middle of the night to attend 
to a terrified man, a suspected heart attack 


victim, who checked out OK but was ada- 
mant that something was wrong and that he 
was about to die. Desperate to get back to 
his hour of sleep, Marsh assured the man 
he was fine, and left. As he reached the end 
of the hall, he heard the labored breathing 
stop and raced back. Thirty minutes of try- 
ing to revive the man failed. It was what 
doctors call angor animi , Latin for anguish 
of the soul, a premonition of impending 
death. “Even now, more than 30 years lat- 
er, I can see very clearly the dying man’s 
despairing expression as he looked at me 
as I turned away.” 

For all his mistakes, if you and I get a 
brain tumor, this is the man we want oper- 
ating on us, not only for his experience 
and intelligence, but for the wisdom that 
he has accumulated throughout his career. 
Remember the grocery line, where he 
scoffed at how those around him had spent 
their days? Well, there was more. 

“But I then thought of how the value of 
my work as a doctor is measured solely in 
the value of other people’s lives, and that 
included the people in front of me in the 
check-out queue.” It didn’t take a visit from 
three spirits, but at some point, there was a 
softening of the soul — call it angora ani- 
mi — that, coupled with an aging of the 
body, installed a version of himself pulsing 
with humanity. 

In the graveyard where Tanya was bur- 
ied, Marsh walked around the mounds of 
Ukrainian dead and reflected: 

“I wanted to ask those dead faces what 
they had done during those years, and 
what compromises they must have made 
to survive, but it seemed to me that they 
looked back at me as though to say: ‘We 
are dead. You are still alive. And what 
are you doing with the time that you have 
left?”’ It’s a question that everyone should 
ask. A — Jennifer Graham

Spy (R) 

A usually desk-bound CIA agent 
finds herself in the field during a 
search for a missing nuclear weapon 
in Spy, a solid romp starring Melissa 
McCarthy and written and directed by 
Paul Feig. 

Feig directed McCarthy in Bridesmaids 
and The Heat , her two best comedy roles, 
and he clearly gets her — gets her strengths 
and knows how to create characters that play 
to them. Anything this pair puts out — to 
include traffic safety PSAs or OSHA training 
videos — I will happily buy a ticket for. 

Susan Cooper (McCarthy) is a smart and 
capable CIA agent who has spent most of 
her years as the voice in the ear of field agent 
Bradley Fine (Jude Law). While the hand- 
some tuxedo-clad agent James Bonds around 
international villain Tihomir Boyanov’s 
(Raad Rawi) mansion, Susan sits in the Agen- 
cy basement and uses her spy tech and her 
know-how to help him defeat an onslaught 
of henchmen and eventually get away. Unfor- 
tunately, all of her prep can’t keep the agent 
from making a mistake — though she left 
some allergy medication in his tux pock- 
et, Bradley didn’t take it and accidentally 
sneezed during a confrontation with Tihomir, 
the only person who knows where a suitcase- 
sized nuke is being kept. The sneeze caused 
him to pull the trigger on the gun he was hold- 
ing on the man, meaning that now their only 
source of information is dead. 

Or maybe not. Though the criminal was 
not the trusting type, he did trust his daugh- 
ter, Rayna Boyanov (Rose Byrne). Bradley 
heads to her estate in search of information 
but, despite Susan’s warnings that something 
about the breaking-and-entering seemed not- 
right, Bradley gets caught and made by Rayna. 


Even worse: before she sends Bradley to that 
big martini bar in the sky, she informs whoever 
might be watching that she knows the identi- 
ties of all the other top-flight CIA field agents. 

Still desperate to find and recover the nuke 
but unable to use its field-trained agents, 
the CIA turns to Susan, who knows plenty 
about the Boyanovs and, due to her years in 
the basement, is an unknown face who will 
be able to blend in. Though nervous to head 
into the field for the first time, Susan — who 
as her supervisor Elaine (Allison Janney) 
points out is actually highly qualified, even 
if she’s spent many years playing second fid- 
dle to Bradley — is excited to participate in 
the glamour of being on a mission in Paris. 
At least, it should be glamorous — in reality, 
Susan is given dowdy cover stories (“some- 
one’s homophobic aunt” is how she describes 
the look of one of her cover identities) and 
sent to stay in a hotel she accurately describes 
as “murdery.” To make matters worse, she 
discovers that loose-cannon agent Rick Ford 


(Jason Statham) has followed her to Paris and 
is, against orders, attempting to find Rayna. 
Because Rick is a known commodity, this 
means that Susan is often forced to put as 
much effort into saving Rick as she is into the 
mission of finding the nuke. 

Spy really gets humming when Susan 
decides that the original “watch and report” 
mission isn’t working and decides to engage 
the bad guys directly. She befriends Rayna, 
eventually convincing her that she is a secu- 
rity guard hired by Rayna’s late father. In 
these scenes, she drops even the pretense of 
mousiness and becomes the tough-talking, 
no-nonsense woman that we suspect Susan 
has always been under her meek exterior. 
With the help of fellow basement-worker 
Nancy (Miranda Hart — Call the Midwife's 
Chummy), Susan hits her stride, full of 
deserved confidence in her abilities to take 
down an international criminal organization. 

McCarthy and Byme — co-stars in Brides- 
maids but not as characters who had much 


interaction - — have a great chemistry here. 
“Respectfully antagonistic” would be how I’d 
describe the two characters’ feelings for each 
other. Though the movie isn’t really a buddy 
comedy, their scenes together have the energy 
and the sparkle of a good buddy relationship. 

As McCarthy’s character becomes more of 
a take-charge gal, her relationship with Sta- 
tham’s character becomes more fun as well. 
A tough guy in the mold of all Statham char- 
acters, he’s initially dismissive of McCarthy’s 
character and consistently a bit of a moron. The 
more they work together, the more comfortable 
McCarthy’s character becomes at pointing out 
how much more his moronicness is endanger- 
ing the mission than her inexperience. 

The McCarthy of this part of the movie, 
the last 70 or so percent, reminded me a lot 
of the McCarthy in The Heat , a movie that I 
liked initially and that I like even more after a 
couple of repeat viewings. In this movie, as in 
that movie, McCarthy is able to create a char- 
acter who is both a part of the absurdity and 
smarter than it. She commits to the comedy 
— commits even when glamour is sacrificed 
for funny — but she is still able to show us the 
humanity in Susan, to keep the character real 
even at her most outrageous. I was trying to 
think of who to compare McCarthy to in this 
way and, perhaps because I saw that upcom- 
ing Ghosthusters movie listed on her IMDB 
credits, I found myself thinking of Bill Mur- 
ray. In the right movie, McCarthy brings that 
level of goofiness, smarts and what can only 
be called sheer comedy ability to her role. 

Spy , thankfully, is just such a movie. B+

Songster act 

Duo brings authentic music to bucolic setting

Seattle gave the world Hendrix, Heart 
and Nirvana. It’s also home to Ben Hunt- 
er and Joe Seamons, young musicians 
steeped in a bygone Americana age, a lat- 
ter-day Lomax family. The two are deft at 
unearthing overlooked songs from a some- 
time neglected canon and reshaping them 
for contemporary audiences. 

The duo’s curator instincts shine on their 
first album, Take Yo Time , which borrows 
from jug bands, Appalachian murder bal- 
lads, Robert Johnson blues and Rev. Gary 
Davis’s folk gospel, among others. A par- 
ticular standout song is “Jazz Fiddler,” an 
obscure gem originally done by the Missis- 
sippi Sheiks. 

Hunter and Seamons call themselves 
“songsters” — the quotes are theirs. The 
two explained the term’s meaning in a 
recent phone interview. 

“There were American musicians of the 
early 20 th century whose repertoire was unlim- 
ited and spanned all genres,” said Hunter. 

“Charlie Patton was a songster, and Wil- 
lie McTell,” Seamons continued. “There 
wasn’t one style of music; there was a 
bunch of stuff that everybody played and 
liked.” 

A lot of performers are thought of as 
blues artists because that’s what record 
labels paid for. 

“Actually that was just a fraction of what 
they could do,” Hunter said. “It was just a 
product of the commercialization of what 
they did.” 

The conversation provides a taste of 
Hunter and Seamons’ performances, which 
blend robustly entertaining fiddle, banjo, 
guitar and singing with informative sto- 
rytelling about song origins. As part of a 
first-ever East Coast tour, the pair will per- 
form an outdoor afternoon show on June 14 
at Bedrock Gardens in Lee. 

With multiple themed gardens containing 
exotic touches like a 400-foot allee formed 
by the saplings of Chinese fringe trees, 
pergolas, gazebos and welded sculptures 
throughout, Bedrock is a unique spot in 
New Hampshire. The general public is able 
to experience the stunning destination gar-

den only during monthly open house days 
and concerts like Hunter and Seamons’. 

In an email, venue representative Kate 
Bashline called Bedrock Gardens “the per- 
fect natural setting to meet these Northwest 
traveling songsters. . . . We are so excited to 
bring them in.” 

Hunter learned about Bedrock through 
his friend Jason Robertson, who helps run 
the 20-acre facility. 

“He’s been asking 
me to come here for 
a long time, and this 
was a really cool 
option,” he said. 

“Our music really 
goes over well in an 
intimate setting, and 
I thought that a gar- 
den was a really neat 
place to do a gig.” 

It’s the second big 
journey in recent 
months for the two. 

Last spring, Hunter and Seamons traversed 
the vein of America’s roots music heartland. 
Beginning in Chicago, with stops in Daven- 
port, St. Louis and Cape Girardeau along the 
way, they made their way to Mississippi to 
experience musical heritage face to face. 

“When we met those people there was 
something significant to what they were 
doing that we couldn’t get from however 
many recordings we listened to,” Hunter 
said. “We felt compelled to go to the plac- 
es where these recordings were made and 
the people lived — where the culture was 
that created this incredible music. It was 
our way of getting to . . . the well spring, the 
spirit that infuses our music. I think that 
was a big part of the motivation.” 


“We also like to travel,” Seamons added 
with a laugh. 

Part of what draws them to 100-year- 
old music are their personal backgrounds. 
Seamons grew up in the Oregon backwoods 
and was exposed to traditional music of 
sawmill workers, loggers and fishermen 
from the region. Hunter was born in Leso- 
tho, a small country in South Africa, and 
although he only 
lived in the region 
briefly — from age 
7 to 9 in Zimbabwe 
— being exposed 
to traditional Shona 
music inspired him 
to learn violin. 

“We were both 
raised with an old- 
er sentimentality,” 
Hunter said. “As I 
got deeper into the 
music rabbit hole 
I became less and 
less enchanted by the music that is being 
made now and more enchanted by the stuff 
that was made before me.” 

Seamons likes the idea of creation for 
creation’s sake. 

“Something that stands out for me is that 
the priorities around playing music have 
changed,” he said. “The music that real- 
ly interested me was the music that people 
were making for themselves, for their own 
entertainment and enjoyment in a leisure- 
ly way. In the ’20s and ’30s, they were 
definitely taking a stab at making it com- 
mercially, but people generally played for 
personal versus monetary reasons. There 
is kind of an ease and relaxation and play- 
fulness that comes from that.” 41

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


“Meals” 2.0 

Silicon Valley code-writers and engineers 
work long hours with apparently little time 
for “food” as we know it. Eating is “time 
wasted,” in the words of celebrity inventor 
Elon Musk, and normal meals a “market- 
ing facade,” said another valley bigwig. The 
New York Times reported in May that techies 
are eagerly scarfing down generic (but nutri- 
ent-laden) liquids like Schmilk and People 
Chow, largely for ease of preparation, to 
speed their return to work. The Times food 
editor described one product as “oat flour” 
washed down with “the worst glass of milk 
ever.” “Pancake batter,” according to a Times 
reporter. (That supermarket staple Ensure? 
According to the food editor, it’s “fine wine” 
compared to Schmilk.) 

Distracted Americans 

Air travelers last year left $675,000 in 
(obviously) spare change in airport screen- 
ing bins, reported the Transportation Security 
Administration in April. Of the cars report- 
ed stolen in 2014, 44,828 were with keys left 
inside them, according to an April National 
Insurance Crime Bureau release. American 
credit card holders fail to claim “about $4 
billion” in earned “rewards” each year, 
according to CardHub.com’s 2015 Credit 
Card Rewards Report. 

Our least hardy generation 

• Nursing student Jennifer Burbella filed a 
lawsuit against Misericordia University (near 
Scranton, Pennsylvania) for not helping her 
enough to pass a required course that she 
failed twice. The professional caregiver-to-be 
complained of stress so severe that she need- 
ed a distraction-free room and extra time for 
the exam, but claims she deserved even more 
special treatment. 

• Four Columbia University students 
complained in May that courses in Greek 
mythology and Roman poetry need “trigger” 
warnings advance notice to super-sensitive 
students that history may include narratives of 
“disturbing” events (that have somehow been 
studied without such warnings for centuries). 

• In March, following the departure of Zayn 
Malik from the British band One Direction, 
an executive with the Peninsula employment 
law firm in Manchester told London’s Dai- 
ly Telegraph that he had received “hundreds” 
of calls from employers seeking advice about 
workers who were requesting “compassion- 
ate” leave because Malik’s resignation had 
left them distraught. (Also, a spokeswoman 
for the charity Young Minds told the Tele- 
graph she was concerned about Malik fans 
self-harming.) 

Bright ideas 

Among recent inventions not expect- 
ed to draw venture capital interest (reported 
by Popular Science in June): (1) A Canadi- 


an software engineer’s machine that unspools 
toilet paper exactly three squares at a time 
(but please keep fingers away from the cleav- 
er!). (2) A Japanese shoulder-mounted 
tomato-feeder that provides nourishment to 
marathoners without their needing to catch 
tomatoes provided by supporters. (3) Google 
software engineer Maurice Bos’ whiteboard- 
mounted clock that writes down the exact 
time, with a marker, at five-minute intervals 
(after erasing the previous time). 

The continuing crisis 

Suspended Catholic Monsignor Kevin 
Wallin, 63, was sentenced in May to more 
than five years in prison for running a meth 
distribution ring from Bridgeport, Connect- 
icut, where he also operated a sex shop to 
launder the drug profits. (Though he faced a 
10-year sentence, he had a history of charity 
work and submitted more than 80 letters of 
support from high-ranking clergy.) 

People different from us 

Walter Merrick, 66, was charged with 
aggravated assault in the New Orleans suburb 
of Harvey, Louisiana, in March after an alter- 
cation with neighbor Clarence Sturdivant, 64, 
over the comparative merits of Busch and 
Budweiser beers. Bud-man Sturdivant fired 
the only shot, but a sheriff’s deputy said Mer- 
rick was the aggressor since he had offered 
Sturdivant only a Busch. 

Pointless 

Holly Solomon, 31, pleaded guilty in April 
to aggravated assault with her Jeep against 
her then-husband and has been sentenced to 
3 1/2 years in prison. The crime occurred in 
a suburb of Phoenix in November 2012, days 


after President Obama’s re-election, as Solo- 
mon ran down her spouse because she was 
angry that he had neglected to vote for Mitt 
Romney as expected. However, his no-show 
did not affect the outcome; Romney easily 
won the state’s 1 1 electoral votes without him. 

Least competent criminals 

• Alvaro Ortega, 34, was arrested for tak- 
ing a uniformed police officer’s cellphone in 
the East Coast Catering deli in Bayonne, New 
Jersey, on May 18. The sleuthing was easy, in 
that Ortega was the only other person in the 
deli at the time and admitted the theft. 

• Seattle’s KIRO-TV reported in May 
that a Seattle couple holding a Powerball 
ticket worth $1 million still has it, despite 
being theft victims. Someone smashed open 
a window in their car on May 14 and stole, 
among other items, a pair of sunglasses that 
was resting atop the lottery ticket, but left it 
undisturbed. 

Great country 

Faced with a government fee accepted by 
most real estate investors who view it as a 
routine cost of doing business, wealthy Ari- 
zona investor Wayne Howard balked. Instead 
of the ordinary filing-fee rate of $50 for reg- 
istering a property deed, he demanded that 
all 2,922 of his deeds be recorded for $500, 
and when the Pinal County treasurer turned 
him down, he told the official he would sim- 
ply use his pull in the legislature to change 
the law and get his 99.6 percent discount that 
way. (The bill passed the state Senate and 
was favored in the House, but after the Ari- 
zona Republic newspaper exposed Howard’s 
imperial move, it failed, 30-28.)
